. EFFECT OF FOREIGN 

' COMPETITION. 

The Labour Correspondent of 
the “Daily: Telegraph” (London) 
wrote on October 26:— 

When the executive of the Min- 
ers’ Federation assembles in Lon- 
don to-day, a series of: district re- 
porty will be presented which are 
hot of an encouraging nature. A 
long list would be compiled. of cal- 
Heries which have closed down or 
curtailed operations—at least tem- 
porarily—since the executive last 
met, Of necessity, first considera. 
tion will be given to the Durham 
position, which epitomises that of 
the whole country, and which comes 
first for revision, 
fundamental, and no solution can 
be expected from the executive 
committe to-day or the national de- 
legate conference summoned for 
to-morrow. As the source of the 
trouble lies chiefly outside this 
country, it becomes rather the 
affair of the Miners’ International 
Federation than of the national or- 
ganisation, ‘ $ . 

Perhaps thia is illustrated best by 
a glance at the receding export 
values during the present year. In 
the nine months January to’ Sep- 
tember the exports. of coal roae 
from 4,092,879 tons in January to 
4,802,806 tons in May, and then re- 
ceded,‘ with fluctuations, to 
4,242,346 tons ‘in September. «This 
relative steadiness of ‘export ton- 
nage was not reflected in values, 
for while the value of the January 
tonnage was " £4,290,806, ‘that ‘of 
September was _£3,580,284, although 
it will be noticed that more...coal 
was-exported in September than in 
January, The average value per 
ton was 21s, in January, and. dur- 
ing succeeding ‘months it-steadily 
declined ‘to 16s, 8d..per ton in 
Auguat and 16s...11d. in September. 
This persistent fall, only recently 
checked-in the ‘least degree, is due 
to the keenness of Continental com- 
petition, and notably. thi.t of Poland,

TO REGAIN OVERSEAS 
' MARKETS, :

MEDAN LETTERS HELD UP.

Another prosecution Brought| 
at the instance of the postal au- 
thorities was heard by Mr. Mudie, 
District Judge, Singapore, reports 
the “Free Press”, the accused 
being Captain: P. kK. J..Stolen of 
the steamer ‘"Svale,” Mr. 
Johannes represented the accused 
and the prosecution was conduct- 
ed by. Mr.» Meredith, Chief In- 
spector (Courts). 

On behalf of the accused, Mr. 
Johannes pleaded guilty’ to the 


bags of mail which were put on], 
board the “Svale” for delivery at 
Medan. 

In reply to His ‘Honour, counsel 
said: that he did not think any 
question of jurisdiction arose, 

His Honour: | The offence was 
committed in Medan. 

Mr. Meredith: The mails were 
delivered on board for the pur- 
pose of conveyance to ports out- 
side the colony but they were 
brought back to Singapore unde- 
‘livered. 

His Honour: Have you con- 
sidered the question of jurisdic. 
tion, Mr. Johannes?—I think it 
is covered by the section. ° 

His Honour: It seems to -me 
to be doubtful but you are. not]. 
taking ‘the . point?—No Your 
| Honour.’ 

Counsel . pointed out “that on 


‘September 28, six bags of ‘mail| 


were put on board the “Svale.” 
| Neither the accused nér the Chief 
| Officer were on board at the time. 
The Second Officer received the 
mails: but he left the ship the 
same afternoon and the following 


out him. In consequence, neither 
the Captain nor-the Chief Officer 
knew that there were any mails 
on board. The — -Second 
Officer had — locked them 
in a first class cabin. 
On the ship's return to Singapore 
the Post Office. authorities asked 
about the mails. This was the 


first time the accused got to know’ 
of any mails being on board the 
vessel. 

"Mr, Mudie:’ What has: hap- 
pened to the Second Officer ?—He 
has been reinstated at the request 
of the Norwegian Consul, 


“Second Officer’s Default. 


Counsel further stated that any 
fine the Captain .would—-have to 
pay would be for the default of 
the Second Officer who was not in 
a finarctal position to pay a fine. 

Mr. Mudie suggested that the 
Company should pay the Cap- 


‘-|tain’s’ fine and deal with the; _ 


Second ‘Officer. 

Mr. Johannes: I am told that 
the Company will not pay. 

Mr, Mudie: In that case they 


sshould not have reinstated the}: 


Second Officer. - 

’Mr. Meredith told ‘the Court 
thatthe Second Officer received 
the mails while the Captain and 
the Chief Officer were ashore. At 
Medan'it was said that there were 
no mails on board. The .mails 
were brought back to Singapore 
and when the Post Office people 
went on board they found the six 
bags undelivered. It was the 
duty of the Captain and the Chief 
Officer: to search their ship for 
‘imails, Considerable delay had} 
been caused and several oi 
plaints had been made by firms 
in Singapore. Messrs. Mansfield 
and Company complained that a 
iregistered letter to a firm in 
Medan ‘had only been delivered 
‘after considerable delay and ask- 
ed: for an explanation as to the 
cause of.the inconvenience. There 
jhad been a week’s delay in the 
delivery . of the mails which 


two days. He was' instructed to 
press the case. 

His Honour remarked. that the 
Captain could not escape the res- 
ponsibility which was his. The 
non-delivery . of the mails had 
jcaused considerable.. delay and 
great inconvenience to the public 
and he did not think the conduct 
of the Second Officer should be 
overlooked.

ABOLITION BY STAGES. 


Dr. Minoru Maita, writes in the 
Viplomatic Review:— 

During my short stay In Man- 
churia and Northern China, I 
noticed that the Chincse, official and 
private, are anxious.to have consu- 
lar courts abolished. Their zeal 
has,’ perhaps, arisen from their 


nationalist awakening. They know | 
that they are. behind other nations. 


in this respect, and that they have 
been subject-to consular courts for 
80 years, Before tho Sino-Japanese 
war, Japan was not. granted 
exterritoriality in China, Japan 
opened her doors to international 
relationa- several decades after 
China did and was embarrassed by 
unequal rights till 1896. Japan 
recovered ‘her national rights in 
that year, but exterritorlality is 
atill in foree on the continent. An 
international commission in Peking 
set about its abolition in January 
Inst year, but without avail, Tur- 
key, Siam, Syrian and some other 
nations of Asia succeeded in re- 
moving exferritoriality and unequal 
treaties, but China hag dropped be- 
hind. Naturally the sense of dis- 
grace roused the Chinese to action, 


Start With Manchuria. - 


The Sino-Japanese negotiations 
in Peking for the revision of the 
treaty. of commerce stimulated the 
ardour of the Chinese in the Three 
Eastern Provinces, at which the re- 
presentatives of the party arranged 
that the climination of. exter- 
ritoriality or consular courts should 
form a subject of discussion, but 
uniform abolition throughout China 
is impracticable in view of cease- 
less disturbance. Hence a plan for 
the Three Eastern : Provinces first 


}{ was proposed. Such a process has 


tt precedent in Siam, from which 
France, Denmark and Italy with- 
drew their consular courts, except 
in some localities or provinces, 
What struck me most is .tho 


‘earnestness in Manchuria -for the 


improvement of law courts and pri- 
son housea, thelr object being the 
successful abolition of  exter- 
vitorinlity, =, 

‘For all my scanty knowledge of 
law, I visited local and’ high law 
courts and ascertained that Chirin 
had attained fair progress in this 
field. Referring to social work, 
such as eare for released culprits, 
women, in shameful occupations 
and orphans, the provisions are not 
sufficient, but they were well look- 
ed after,’ This is a promising fea- 
ture for China, though she wants 
technical afivice, .Let ‘the Mukden 
authorities be observant -of good 
faith, whole hearted, and loyal to 
their duties and the climination of 
exterritoriality is hopeful. What- 
ever the reason for foreign manage- 
ment of juridical affairs may be, 
exterritoriality. is unjustifiable. It 
is a disgrace to China and inter- 
feres with her sovercign power.

manage enterprises wherever thoy 
like, -On the conclusion of the 
1896 treaties, Japan did away. with 
exterritorinlity nnd permitted. for- 
eignors to mingle with her subjects, 
At that time conservatives wera 
apprehensive of danger to indepen- 
dence consequent upon growing 
numbers of foreigners, but this 
proved a groundless fear. Such a 
contention will-also be the case in 
China when she grants foreign 
nations mixed residence, 

The removal. of consular courts 
implics the restoration of juridical 
rights to ‘China, and she is free to, 
appoint who ever may be properly 
qualified as judges, but the system 
must be completed by steady and 
gradual process. Now the question 
is how to reform and operate the 
judicial system.. If it becomes 
satisfactory to asaure the safety of 
foreign residents in the Three 
Eastern Provincea, a way ‘will be 
prepared for the complete abolition 
of exterritoriality all over China, 
‘but this will take a long time. As 
an amateur, I am of opinion, that 


‘the ‘juridical system of. the Three 


Eastern Provinces requires con- 
siderable alterations, The status 
of the judiciary muat be made 
secure and civil courts will have to 
be made distinct from courts mar- 
tial. ‘ These ‘are a few instances.. 


’ Guarantees, 

For these reasons foreign 
nations muat have some guarantees 
for their safety on certain condi- 
tons, Great Britain’ acceded to 
the elimination of exterritoriality in 
Siam on the understanding that.the 
law courta of that nation should 


‘employ British judges. Japan and 


the United’ States complied with 
Siam’s request on ‘condition that 
suits should be transferred to their 
consuls when they thought that ex- 
amination was not satisfactory. 
Turkey ‘abolished the capitulations 
in exchange for the employment of 
foreign legal advisers, who should 
not be empowered to meddle in the 
duties of the Turkish judiciary but 
are given authority to inspect the 
operation of the juridical system, 
to give advice to the Ministry of 
Justice’ and to present themselves 
at mectings of legislative. commis- 
sions. The Chinese may be averse 
from such processes, yet these are 
necessary formalities for the gra- 
dual reform of their juridical 
system, and they had better follow 
“suit, ; ;

THE PRAYER BOOK. 
_ DEBATE IN HOUSE OF 
“LORDS. 


ARCHBISHOP’S ADDRESS. 


London, Yesterday. 
The House of Lords was crowd- 
ed throughout yesterday’s session 
when the three days’ debate on 
the new prayer book of the 

Church of ‘England was begun. 
The Archbishop of Canterbury, 
in moving that the prayer book 
measure be presented for the 
Royal assent, spoke for an hour 
and a quarter. He said the mea- 
gure was an answer to charges of 
indiscipline within the Church 
which had been 
examined for twetny-one 
years. He declared _ that 
the new proposals contained 
no departure. from the principal 
of the reformation. ‘Change was 
necessary ‘because a bishop, ac- 
cused of allowing indiscipline, 
found that their rules for dis- 
cipline were the antiquated for- 
mule of 1662’ when the present 

prayer book was authorised. . 
The proposed ‘changes, upon 
which every section of representa- 
tive opinion had ‘been ‘canyassed, 
were passed by an overwhelming 
episcopal, clerical and lay major- 
ity in the Church Assembly. The 
verdict was confirmed by 80 per 
cent. of the diocesan conferences, 
The measure, therefore, had not 
onlybeen carefully considered but 
was authoritatively approved by 
lay churchmen. Without depart- 
ing from doctrinal tradition of 
the Church of England it gave 
greater elasticity to meet modern 
conditions. Clergy would be 
allowed great liberty in phraseo-
